Poultry kee|iers are not generally 
agreed on the subject of best floors for 
poultry houses. Some contend than an 
earthen floor is the Is'st, others advocate 
Ikjui.1 floors, while others again aro sure 
there is no floor bo good as the ono made 
of cement or concrete. The truth is, 
thero is much to be said for and against 
ull three of these styles. 

The dirt floor to a permanent house is 
very difficult to keep clean, and m many 
soils it is impossible to keep it dry. Gen- 
erally speaking, then, the dirt floor lie- 
's foul and much of the time is damp.
